System of Dividing the Country into 


District*— Who ar* Entitled to 
Cast Ballet*— Work of Presiding 
Officer— Any Mai* Person May 
Become a Candidate. 


By Koyal proclamation the King 


terminates the existing 
perlianK'itt 


and by the same proclamation hit- 
majesty calls the Parliament about to 
IK; elected to meet, says the Chit-a- 
go News. 


He orders the chancellors of Great 


Britain and Ireland to issue writs for 
nominations and pollings in town and 
country. 
In the first instance these 


writs go to the sheriffs and in the 
second to the mayors. They require 
that the elections shall be held in a 
specified period and leave to each 
responsible official the duty of fixing 
me most convenient day. The result 
as that the polling is spread out 
over a fortnight or more, Orkney and 
Shetland coming in at the tail of 
the returns long after the general re- 
sult is known. 


Formerly writs 
were 
returnable 


wi thiu fifty days of issue, but quick- 
er facilities ot communication have 
reduced the time to thirty-five clays. 
Writs used to be carried by dignified 
messengers of the crown; at present 
they take their chances with picture 
postcards and ordinary letters. Per- 
sonal service of writs, with the cere- 
mony of affixing the great seal, sur- 
vives only in the case of the sheriffs 
of the counties of London and Mid- 
dlesex. However, the precaution is 
taken of requiring a memorandum 
from every recipient setting forth 
the day and the hour the writ was de- 
livered. 


Before the ballot act ut" 1872 the 


process of nomination was a pictures- 
que and sometimes exciting proceed- 
ing. The candidates attended at the 
hustings and were proposed and sec- 
onded in lauuatory speeches addres- 
sed to "the free and independent elec- 
tors," and to the casual crowd that 
collected in the hopeful expectation 
ox a row. A show of hands was called 
for by the returning officer, but this 
was always demanded by one or oth- 
er of the candidates. The disorderly 
scenes that took place and the pos 
sible intimidation of voters caused 
the ballot act to be passed. 


To the presiding officer belong all 


the duties of managing the polling. 
His work is scheduled with great 
minuteness, covering every moment 
of his time fiom 8 a. m. until he 
hands over to the returning officer 
the sealed packets of votes at the 
close of the count. One of his first 
cares is to see that the ballot box 
is empty and to demonstrate thic, fact 
to those present, when he must lock 
it and seal it. He is responsible for 
the proper stamping of the voting 
papers (with a prosn; opposite candi- 
dates' names) and the correct ticking 
off of names from the register. He 
icgulates the number of voters ad- 
mitted to the room at one time. He 
administers the oath when there is 
any doubt cast on the identity of a, 
voter, gives another ballot paper In 
place of any spoiled, gives a tendered 
ballot paper to any person who ap- 
plies to vote after another has voted 
in his- name, which vote has to be put 
inter a separate packet 


The presiding officer has also per- 


sonally to mark the ballot paper of 
any voter incapacitated by blindness 
or other physical cause, or who, be- 
ing a Jew, objects to mark a ballot 
paper on Saturday. 
Occasionally it 


is his duty to give persons into cus- 
tody for personation, in which case 
he marks the vote "protested against 
the personation." As the clock strikes 
8 p. m. the doors are closed and only 
those who have already received pa- 
pers are allowed to vote. The count- 
ing is generally done by experienced 
bank clerks. 
Its monotony is some- 


times relieved by the returning of- 
ficer's inspection of the papers reject- 
ed by the counters because they are 
uppaicntly improperly marked. 


The voters entitled to take part in 


t'ac election are those whose names 
are on the register. Registration was 
introduced after tho reform act of 
fSL'2. and the present 
law 
affords 


ninca mora satisfactory 
means of 


proving auil testing claims to voc» 
than the ro.ighand-ready methods 
formerly in use. Lists of voters are 
made out by local authorities and 
carefully revised, in Englanl by bar- 
risters appointed for the purpose, in 
Scotland by the sheriff or his substi- 
tute in a registration court. The per- 
sons entitled to bo placed on the 
register are male persons over 21, 
not being peers, not disqualified by 
alienage*, office, or employment, un-

in order that ina spet-iacie maj in- 
stil a proper fear in the hearts of 
those who are inclined tu the com- 
mission of crime. Recently an Inlian 
named Solomon Mitchell stole- a horse. 
He was pursued by the Indian police 
and placed under arrest. 
Kis trial 


took place before John Brown, chiet 
of the Senunoles. who found him 
guilty mid lined him $iiu or 50 lash- 
es. As the prisoner could not pity 
the fine-, the date for his public whip- 
ping was announced. 


The young Indian walked alone to 


his humiliation and punishment. No 
officers were near him. He held his 
head erect and did not deign to rc-cog- 
nizb any of his friends in the crowd 
that surrounded the tree where he 
was to be tied. A ladder 12 feet long 
lay on the ground under the tree. 
He took his place in the very center 
of the ladder. Ho removed his coat 
and shirt. 
Two Indian police then 


advanced from the crowd and tied 
his feet to the ladder. He raised both 
arms above his head and they were 
tied to the limb ot the tree. Two 
more Indians then stepped lorward, 
and each took a position on either 
side ot" the ladder. 
This served as 


a means of holding the culpiit. 


The two Indian police secured hick- 


ory withes about three feet long and 
half an inch in thickness at liie larg- 
est end aiivl tapering down to a quar- 
ter of au inch. 
The blows descend- 


ed with the monotonous regularity of 
canvasmen driving stakes for a cir- 
cus tent. 
At first me victim winced 


and low moans escaped his clenched 
jaws.

there was no evidence of pain, the 
flesh being apparently made senseless 
by the blows. No blood was drawn, 
but purple welts encircled the body 
and raised like ropes of discolored 
flesh.

Biggast B-;; in the World. 


To the Hcrcj.t's beetle; a giant 


among insects, which is found in cer 
tain portions Oi Central and South 
America, as v.oli aJ in tho island of 
Dominica, one ot the British West 
Indies, belongs the distinction of be 
ing the biggest bug in the world. In 
appearance this creature is anything 
but prepossessing, and looks as if it 
belonged with pink snakes, purple 
spiders and other creatures of the 
imagination. 


It is a common trait of tourists and 


travelers to make little of anything 
seen in lM-e.gn lands, especially in 
the little West Indian islands, and to 
declare that similar things of vastly 
greater size or bettor quality occur 
in "God's eounir>." 
When they run 


across the Hercules beetle, however, 
they are obliged 
to 
acknowledge 


themselves beaten. 


Although so formidable in appear- 


ance, this insect is perfectly harm 
less. 
It lives in the heavy forests 


and feeds on the sweetish sap or gum 
of native trees. 
The larva, or grut), 


is about four inches long and as thick 
as a man's thumb and looks like a 
hugs white maggot. 
It is considered 


a delicacy by the native negroes and 
caribs, who roast it in hot ashes and 
say that it tastes like roasted nuts. 


Clumsy in appearance, the Hercules 


beetle possescs 
great 
powers of 


flight, and in the outlying villages it 
is not uncommon for one of these 
huge creatures to enter the native 
houses, being attracted thereto by the 
lights. 
The invariable result is a 


prompt extinguishing of the candle 
by the wind created by the beetle's 
buzzing 
wings. 
accompanied 
by 


ccroams from the inmates 
of 
tho 


house, who imagine a jumble, or evil 
spirit, has invaded their dwelling. 


A popular belief among the natives 


is that the Hercules beetle saws off 
limbs of trees by grasping them bo- 
twocn the two horn like appendages 
and Hying round and round. This is 
a manifest impossibility, as the insect 
l.ns but little power in the horns, and, 
nic.r. over, tho upper one is lined with 
a .,oli, velvety hair, which would be 
rubbed off at onco by any friction.

MEXICO1* FEAST OP *OUL« 


Celebration by Mestizo* in Honor of 


Dead Spirits. 


The Feast of the Souls is celebrated 


l*y the mestizos and Indians of Old 
Mexico each year as regularly :is 
Americans celebrate Christmas and 
the Fourth of Ju!j. T!ie.\ jjho pres- 
ents to the children on this day. but 
presents that would horrify an Ameri- 
can child, for ;:;<; • of them are re- 
minders 0. 4lr . . 


The Feast oi the Souls lasts two 


days, during which the j5i««r;ta of ihu 
dead are supj>osed to come back to 
the world and visit their bodies In 
the graves, and their friends and rel- 
atives. The souls oi children c-«»>« 
on the first day and the souls of the 
older folk on the second. 


A week before the coming of the 


dead such cities as Puebla and Cho- 
fcla. where, the people are largely 
mestizos and Indians, begin to put 
on a holiday apeparance. Everybody 
cleans house and gets out" his best 
clotnes. The public markets, plazas 
and street corners are thronged with 
gift sellers. 


Standing behind the board on which 


the stock ot toys is displayed the 
hawker calls out his wares. SOUK- of 
thfcir invitations to buy arc-: 
"Ifere 


arc the finest skeletons in the row." 
''Our dead people urc- the sweetest of 
all." 
"These j»re tne skulls you 


want." "A whole funeral procession 
cheap." 


The throngs go from place to place 


buying what they can afford, the 
wealthier getting the most elaborate 
mtiertos, and the poor peons satis- 
fying their children with a candy skel- 
eton or picture. 
You can buy birds 


and animals made out of plaster, pew- 
ter and wood as \^'ti as candy, but 
the ordinary haii breed boy or girl 
would rathed have a real muerto, so 
most of the mestizo gilts are ol this 
kind. 


On the morning of the first day of 


the least every child expects toys 
On getting out ot' bed he clamors, 
"Papa, mamma, give ce my death!" 
Children go from house to house, and 
after a polite exchange ot greet.ngs, 
casually say, "Mi afrenda, sonar" 
(my present, sir), and receive fruit, 
bread, a cup of chocolate or a toy. 


Usually every one visits the cem 


etery in the forenoon of the first day. 
Sometimes in the cemetery a line ol 
tables is set against the wall; upon 
each are placed a human skull, a bowi 
of holy water and some money to pay 
for prayers. The priest po.S£es Irom 
table to table repeat'iig prayers and 
sprinkling holy water. 


Everywhere in homes candles are 


burned for the family dead, email 
candles for the little children, large 
ones for adults. 
Tables are spread 


with. 
afrendas—food for the dead 


such as bread, cakes, fruit and wine 
or pulque. These tables are more sim- 
ple and attractive among the Indians 
than among the mixed population. 


Most curious and crudest of all are 


the quaint pottery toys made in hu 
man and animal forms and censers 
in a coarse ware of red. yel)ow_aiuL

purely Indian and their use and manu- 
facture have been handed down for 
generations. 


Through all the bubtle and move- 


ment of this market the Indian pur- 
chasers wander, usually 
in 
family 


groups. They buy one or more of the 
largo baskets, some of the small bas- 
kets, rattles, bunches of the death 
flower, candles, copal, pottery, breads 
and the beautiful flower mats. 


These purchases are d-sl.-ibuted 


among the members of the family 
who, thus loaded, joyously set out for 
home to prepare for tho coming ot 
the souls. 
The village streets are 


cleaned and swept; tr;>JJs of the yel- 
low flowers of death are strewn from 
the road to the house to guide the 
souls. 


They suppose that the souls of the 


children begin to come at 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon, so the mother lays 
out a clean flower mat upon the floor; 
on it she arranges the to^s, baskets 
aad rattles, breads, foods the little 
one used to love, a cup of chocolate, 
etc. The father places the copalgum 
in the censer, lights it aim fliis the 
room with the sweet iucoiise. 


The mother calls the little sou's 


in turn: 
"My Juauita, here .s your 


feast; here are your toys." "My little 
Maria, come, take your things." The 
doors are lelt open in order that the 
little souls may not find themselves 
shut out. 


No one would disturb or touch tho 


gifts until after the feast. 
The In- 


dians have a legend that one time a 
little child stood looking longingly 
a't a dish of sweets. Finally he yield- 
ed to temptation and touched one to 
taste it. 
Immediately the fingers 


stretched out to rob the dead were 
destroyed.

SWINGING ROCK OF TANDIL. 


One of the Greatest Natural Wonders 


Seen in Argentine He- 


public. 


One of the largest natural wonders 


of South America is the swinging rock 
of Tandil (la piedra hovediza). 
The 


stone lies about half an hour's walk 
from the city of Taudil, province of 
Buenos Ayres, Argentine Republic, 
upon the highest summit of a little 
rocky ridge. When seen from the ra- 
vine it has the form of a giant pyra- 
mid, 
while from another view it re- 


sembles an enormous cone. It is 21 
feet long and 28 feet high 
and 
its 


weight is judged to be 12,500 hundred- 
weight, or 625 tons. 


From the distance the stone pre- 


sents a peculiar aspect. It is so light- 
ly poised on the rocky slope that it 
seems as if one were watching a stone 
roll down a small base. But when this 
swinging rock is approached one Is as- 
tonished by a new wonder. The stone 
can be set in motion by merely pushing 
it with the hand. Very often the trav- 
eler is spared even 
the troiible of 


pushing the stone, a» tie wind will 
cause it to swing. 


Early in the nineteenth century the 


Argentine Republic was ruled by the 
Dictator Rosa with unparalleled cruel- 
ty for about 25 years. To show his su- 
preme power the tyrant ordered that 
_the stone be encircled with ropes and 
many horses to be harnessed to these 
ropes, but th& stone 
could 
not

moved one Inch from its resting place.

in the winter time, while they have 
hibernated in the mud. The measure 
was approved by the Virginia board 
of 
fisheries. 


The chief opposition to

comes from the large crab meat fac- 
tories 
in 
Hampton 
and 
Norfolk. 


These factories and those of Balti- 
more have a constantly 
increasing 


demand for crab meat, and as the sup- 
ply is not equal to the demand, the 
canners and packers, it Is said, are 
drawing upon the future 
by taking 


from Chesapeake streams and their 
tributaries young crabs, 
a practice 


which it is the purpose of "the mem- 
ber from Accomac" to prevent.

Radio-Organisms Produced by Scien- 


tific Chemical Proc-

Scientists have been recently inter- 


ested in the announcement that Prof. 
J. Butler Burke, of the Cavendish La- 
boratory, Cambridge, 
England, has 


succeeded In creating, by chemical re- 
actions, certain living bodies of an ex- 
tremely low form, which he calls "radl- 
obes." 


Prot Burke, 
says the 
Technical 


World, treated a solution of gelatine 
with bromide of radium, and the radi- 
obes resulted. A radiobe appears first 
as "the minutest visible speck;" and 
"it grows to two dots, then a dumb- 
bell shaped appearance, laOer more 
like a frog's spawn. 


But is it really alive? On this point 


hear Prof. Burke himself: 


"The continuity of structure, assim- 


ilation and growth, and then 
subdi- 


vision, together 
with the nucleated 


structure as shown in 
a few of the 


best specimens, suggest that they are 
entitled to be classed 
among living

the words. 


"They are, obviously, altogether out- 


side the beaten track of living things. 
. . . Thus the gap. apparently insuper- 
able, between the organic and inorgan- 
ic worlds, seems, however roughly, to 
be bridged over by the presence of 
these radio-organic organisms."

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THE FIGHT AGAINST THE TRUSTS 


The fight against the trusts neces- 


sarily progresses so slowly,—for the 
machinery of the law •cannot but be 
cumbersome,—that 
complaints 
are 


sometimes heard that the administra- 
tion is not proceeding in good faith, 
or with the rapidity 
it ought to, 


against these illegal combinations of 
capital. 


That this criticism is not well found- 


ed is evident to those who look into 
the matter from a fair 
standpoint. 


For one thing, the 
administration 


does not proclaim every step of its 
progress with a blare of trumpets. It 
believes In th old maxim of "fore- 
warned is forearmed," and therefore 
keeps its movements as nearly secret 


possible. 
"Persons wlio criticise the attorn- 


ey general for his alleged failure as 
a trust buster do him great injustice," 
said a high official of tbe administra- 
tion. 
"It is an exceedingly difficult 


matter to establish violations of the 
anti-trust law, and to perfect a case 
in such a manner that the govern- 
ment would be justified in calling for 
conviction. Laymen have absolutely 
no idea of the diflBculties surrounding 
a case of this sort. For instance, I 
know of seven or eigM cases where 
a general business is controlled by 
a trust. Perhaps every other person 
has the 
same 
knowledge. 
These 


trusts may he exceedingly oppressive 
and harmful in their methods, but for 
any one of a number of reasons the 
government may be powerless to pro- 
ceed, against them. Before we can 
hring action against a trust we must 
establish first, that it is engaged in 
interstate commerce; second, that it 
is doing so in violation of the anti- 
trust law; and third, we must gather 
sufficient evidence of violation of the 
iaw to justify the preparation of a 
bill to prove the case in court. 


"lUere are a great 
many trusts 


•which are highly 
objectionable in 


character, yet 
which 
keep 
wholly 


within the law. 
Thus it might be 


shown that a certain company 
lias 


purcased fifty-one per cent, of the 
stock of a number of rival compan- 
ies, and controls the policy of all of 
them. This evidence alone v\ould not 
he sufficient to warrant action by the 
government. Evidence must be ob- 
tained to prove that the trust is con- 
spiring t> restrain trade in one 
or another by suppressing 
tion, limiting production, etc.

Concord Monitor, ten us that under 
the so-called "new" rural policy of the 
department, out of a total of 34,930 
routes installed up lo February 1, 
but 27 had been discontinued, name- 
ly: in Alabama, 2; Indiana, 2; Kan- 
sas, 
i«»; 
Kentucky. 2; 
Maryland. 


Massachusetts. Michigan, Mississippi, 
New York. North Dakota. Pennsylva- 
nia. Tennessee and Texas, l 
each; 


and Wisconsin, 2. These discontinu- 
ances were mostly due to readjust- 
ments in order to complete service in 
counties. In the case of Kansas, for 
instance, ten routes were saved by a 
careful readjustment of service which 
in no way discommoded the patrons. 
These readjustments are essential to 
completion of service in counties, and 
as the work of inspection in this di- 
rection proceeds, the 
establishment 


of county service must necessarily In- 
volve an increase or a decrease in the 
number of routes, in a majority of 
cases an increase is necessary, as is 
shown by the very small number of 
discontinuances. Of the 7,490 routes 
established during the last fiscal year, 
1,774 
routes were installed incidental 


to the inauguration of complete ser- 
vice in 334 counties, 
which, com- 


pared with the 27 routes discontin- 
ued since July last, proves conclu- 
sively ihe attitude of the department 
on the general subject of 
installa- 


tion. 
Where investigation is made 


with a \iew to completing rural ser- 
vice in a county known as "county 
service," a thorough inspection of ex- 
isting routes is first made for the 
purpose of arranging and extending 
them so as to serve additional terri- 
tory and remedy any unsatisfactory 
conditions found to exist, and report 
is made as to the advisability of furth- 
er extending rural delivery to un- 
served territory, based upon condi- 
tions found to exist on routes in op- 
eration 
Complete service by 
coun- 


ties, however, does not mean 
solid 


rural delivery for a county, regard- 
less of conditions, but an extension of 
service to such territory and under 
such conditions as make it justifiable. 
Additional routes in a locality where 
conditions on existing routes are un- 
satisfactory are not established until 
the department is fully satisfied that 
the unserved territory can not 
be 


reached by rearrangement of existing 
routes, looking to their improvement, 
or that the adverse 
conditions on 


routes in operation will not apply to 
proposed new routes. In the matter 
of rural carriers' pay, it can be au- 
thoritatively stated that there is no 
disposition on the part of the depart- 
ment to cut existing rates. On the 
contrary, the department has strong- 
ly recommended the advisaDiuty of 
congressional consideration 
of 
the 


subject looking to more adequate com- 
pensation. 
In the recent readjust- 


ments to complete county service, 
the number of routes reduced in mile- 
age has exceeded the 
number in- 


creased, and many routes varying in 
length from twenty to twenty-three 
miles have 
been 
established, 
the 


lengthening of routes 
in 
such in- 


stances not being practicable. These 
conditions have resulted in lowering 
the average pay of the carrier some- 
what Until the service is completed 
throughout the country the average 
carriers' salaries, based 
upon 
the 


present legal allowances, will natural- 
ly fluctuate from time to 
time as 


routes are increased or- .de&e«ased in 
length. The estimated amount neces- 
sary for pay of rural carriers for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1907, is. 
$22,713,822.

A dispatch from London, England, 


on Saturday brought the 
announce- 


ment of the marriage on that date at 
St. George's Church, Hanover Square 
of Pay Director Joseph Foster, U. S. 
N,, retired with the rank of Rear Ad- 
miral, of this city, to Miss Josephine 
Hunt, a school mistress of Grave- 
send, Kent. 


The marriage is a sequel to a ro- 


mantic courtship. Pay Director Fos- 
ter, while paymaster of an American 
warship oft Gravesend ten years ago. 
met Miss Hunt. Some years later the 
paymaster, who was then a widower, 
came across Miss Hunt's card among 
his papers and started a correspon- 
dence with her which culminated in 
Saturday's ceremony. 


Pay Director Foster and his 'bride 


will shortly arrive in this country and 
reopen his residence on Middle street. 


The groom was born at Gloucester, 


Mass., June 17, 1841, and has made 
his home in our city for very many 
years. He was appointed to the vol- 
unteer navy from New Hampshire, 
and entered the service as captain's 
clerk, Oct. 3, 1862, and was first at- 
tached to the steamer Augusta, com- 
manded by the late Captain Enoch G. 
Parrott, who was one of the navy's 
most distinguished officers and which 
vessel was attached to the South At- 
lantic Blockading Squadron in 1862- 
63. 


Mr. Foster was present at the at- 


tack of the Rebel iron dads on the 
squadron at Charleston, S. C., Jan. 31, 
1S63, 
and at Admiral Dupont's first 


attack on Charleston, April 7, 1863. 


He was appointed Acting Assist- 


ant Paymaster Oct. 19, 1863 and at- 
tached to the steamer Acacia of the 
abo\e squadron, which vessel captured 
the British blockade running steam- 
er Julia, Dec 24, 1864. He was pres- 
ent at the fall of Charleston. Feb. 
10, ISGo, and at the re-raising of the 
United States flag on Fort Sumpter, 
April 14, 1S65. 


Among other vesels to which he 


was attached was the steamer Com- 
modore McBonough, and while there- 
on he saved his official books and pa- 
pers from the wreck of that vessel, 
which foundered at sea, Aug. 23, 1S65 
on the passage from Port Royal, S. 
C., to New York, nothing else being 
saved from the ship. 


He was transferred to the regular 


navy and commissioned as Assistant 
Paymaster, July 23, 18<56, 
and 
was 


rapidly advanced and on Aug. 27, 
1901, was made Pay Director, and 
was retired Dec. 9, 1902. 


One other record in Pay Director 


Foster's active service was that while 
acting as Fleet Paymaster for ten 
months on the >Monocacy of the As- 
iatic Station he negotiated a large 
amount of exchange in a satisfactoiy

GROWTH OF WAPITI'S ANTLERS 


Wonderful Structure That It Built in 


Four Months' Time. 


About the eud of the winter—that 


Is, in mid-March—the antlers of tLo 
j-cmr before break off flush with thc-lr 
base an inch or more above the skull; 
usually they are found.close together, 
showing thai they fell nearly ut the 
fcaine time. 


At first the placo of each antler Is 


a broad, raw spot. In a few days it 
shows a thick, rounded pad of blood 
gorged skin. 
This swells rapidly 


and in a fortnight the great bulbous 
fuzzy horn beginning has shot up to 
a height of several inches. At exact- 
ly the right time, place and iu just 
the right direction a bump come* 
for.h to be the foundation of the 
brow line. 


In a few more days the bez tine is 


projected by the invisible architect. 
In a mouth the structure is nearly a 
foot high and all enveloped in a tar 
gid mass of feverish, throbbing b:ocxj 
vessels—the scaffolding and workmen 
of this surprising structure. 
Night 


and day the work is pushed with as- 
tounding speed, and in four mouths 
this skyscraper is finished—a wonder- j 
ful structure, indued, for a score of 
nature's forces have toiled, a myriad 
of invisible workmen have cone their 
part and an edifice- that according to 
ordinary rules should have taken a 
lifetime is here rushed through in a 
summer and all in absolute silence. 


August sees the building done, but 


it is still cluttered with scaffolding. 
The s,.nplies of blood at the base are 
reduced and finally discontinued. The 
antler i3 no longer in vital touch ,wltl» 
the animal; it begins to die. The sen- 
sitiveness leaves each part, the velvet 
covering ^aon drLs. cracks and paels. 
and the LUg assists the process of 
clearing off the skin by scraping his 
horns on the brushwood. September 
sees him fully armed in his spears 
of dead bone, strong in body, glorying 
in his weapons and his strength and 
ready to battle with all comers—Scrib- 
ner's Magazine.

It has be-u weighed before, hut 
so It-ii'j, ago that modern scientists are 
not satisfied with the accuracy oi 
the figures, and co the work will t»s 
done again. Most interesting project 
will he th:s expedition to Egypt to do- 
rermine tic earth's weigh1:. The mort 
idea sounds chimerical, and yet it is 
one ot the- Eimplesi cf se-ientific prepo- 
sitions.

Evolution of the Backbons. 


The history of the backbone, like 


that of most life, is not altogether a 
majestic upward evolution; it has its 
tragedies and its setbacks, its hopes 
a'icl failure?*? 
In the waters along our 


seashore are creatures, some sponge 
or lichen-like, others with strange 
bulb-like bodies, growing on the end 
of long stalks. Almost we call them 
plants. But they hold a secrst from 
the crabs and snails which crawl 
about, and when the fishes brush 
against hem—if thc'r poor dull sense 


• inly knew it—they might claim 
a 


blood brotherhood. 


\Vhen they were young, for a little 


while a gristly cord was theirs also, 
but this, with all the hopes that such 
a beginning brings, oi fish, of bird, of 
man even, soon melted away, and 
there they nod and sway in the watery 
currents, never to know of the oppor- 
tunity which naiare has 
snatched 


from them—why. who can tell? 


In sharks, the backbone has be- 


come jointed and flexible, and a rude 
kind of skull is present, but still more 
important is the presence of four 
fins, which correspond to the four 
legs of l.zarcis and to the wings aad 
legs ot birds. A curious basl.et-hlic- 
skeleton protects the delicate giiia, 
and it is probable thm this existed 
Jong before the limbs appeared. All 
is still of gristly cartilage.

A Cunning Spy. 


The manner of communication prac- 


ticed by the Russian spies before Se- 
bastopol was in many cases original.

Pepys ss a Playgoer. 


In the methods of producing plays, 


Pepys's period ct playgsing was coev- 
al with many most important inno- 
vations which seriously affected the 
presentation of Shakespeare on the 
stage. The chief was the substitution 
of women for boys 'in female roles, 
says the Fortnightly Review. 
During 


the first few months of Pepys's the- 
atrical experience boys wers still tak- 
ing the women's parts. That the prac- 
tice survived in the first oays or 
Charles Il's reign we know from the 
well worn anecdo.te that when the 
King sent behind the scenes to in- 
quire why the play of Harnlet, which 
he had come to see, was so late in 
corLmeuciag, he was answered that 
the Queen was not yet shaved. But 
in the opening month ot 1GG1. within 
five months of the first visit to a the- 
atre, the reign of the boys ended. On 
January 3 oi that year Pepys writes 
that he "first saw women come upon 
the stage." Nest night he makes en- 
try of a Ixjy-^s performance of a wo 
man's part, and that is the final rec- 
ord of boys masquerading as \vonisa 
in the English theatre. I believe ;he 
practice new survives nowhere ex- 
cept in Japan. 
This mod2 of repre- 


sentation has always been, a great 
puzzle to students or Elizabethan dra- 
ma. 
It is difficult to imagine what 


boys in Shakespeare's day. if they 
were anything like boys of our own 
day, 
made of buca parts as Lady Man- 


beih or Cleopatra. Before, however, 
Pepys saw bna'.icspeare's work on the 
stage the usurpation of the boys was 
over. 


it \vas alier the Restoration, too, 


that scener;., rich co:tume anJ scen- 
ic machinery became, to Pepy's de- 
light, regular features of the theatre. 
When the diarist saw Harnlet "done 
with sccn.es" for tho first ti^ie 'JP was 
most favorably impivssvd. 
Musical 


accompaniment was known to pro 
Rebtoraticn da;.s; but the orchestra 
was now for the first time plac?d on, 
the floor c! the- houte in iront of i:iu 
stage, instead ot m a side gallery. 
The musical aCv-.omp.inir.:ont 01 plays 
developed rapidly and the methods 
of opera were appl c:l to rr.:',:iy ot 
Shakespeare's pieces, notably to "Tho 
Tempest" and "Macbeth."

The boy's illness 
developed' into 


cerebro spinal meningitis, but Friday 
night he was more comfortable than 
he had previously been and Saturday 
morning he said that he felt much bet- 
ter. 
Early Saturday afternoon, how- 


ever, he had what is described as a 
sudden ill turn and soon died. 


Dr. Willis thinks that the disease 


may have developed from two blows 
on the head. One was the result of 
a fall on the ice two weeks ago or 
more and the other was received on 
the day before he was taken ill, the 
lad striking his head against a heam 
in a barn. The last blow was not a 
severe one, but it may have aggravat- 
ed the injury to the head caused by 
the fall.
